In  the  ten  years  the  enrollment  of 
college  students,  hot  counting  music, 
high  or  elementary  school  has  increas¬ 
ed  from  319  in  the-fall  quarter  of  1921 
to  an  even  700  inV  the  fall  quarter  of 
1931.  '  f 

If  we  add  to  the -  700  college  students, 
115  in  High  School,  150  iri  the  elemen¬ 
tary  school,  40  in  .the  kindergarten  and 
approximately  50  Who  are '  enrolled  in 
the  Conservatory  .only  the 'College  is 
serving  more  than  ;  1000  students  in  res¬ 
idence.  Correspondence  and  Extension 
Centers  add  632  to)  this  number,  mak¬ 
ing  a  total  of  nearly  1700.  , 

Yet  the  total  revenue  received  from 
the  State  this  biennium  will  be  less 
than  for  any  period  since  1919-20,  and 
for  current  expenses  it  will  be  less  than 
for  any  period  since  1923-24. 

To  preserve  efficiency  in  the  face  of 
an  increased  load  and  a  diminishing 
budget  becomes  a  very  practical  prob¬ 
lem.

Despite  the  fact  that  Winter  sent  her 


significant  reminder  of  “days  ahead", 
the  Dads  ■  of  the  students  who  were 
seeing  the  game  as  the  final  feature 
of  the  Dads’  Day  Celebration,  seemed  to 
enjoy. the  excellent  manner  in  which 
the  Bearcats  overpowered  the  "Mizzo” 
boys  with  their  speedy  aerial  and  run¬ 
ning  attack. 

Touchdowns  came  fairly  thick  and 
fast  in  the  first  quarter  with  the  result 
that  the  score  stood  14  to  0  for  the 
Bearcats  at  the  half.

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Remedies  for  the  uhemployment 
problem  were  suggested  by  E.  W. 
Mounce,  head  of  the  department  of 
commerce  and  business  administration 
at  the  College,  in  an  address  Sunday 
night  at  the  First  Christian  church. 
He  reconimends';tqj$  reform^abandon- 
ment  6i'  the  present  protectionist  pol¬ 
icy  in  favor  of  a  tariffvfor  revenue,,  only, 
a  bettap  system,  of  government  employ¬ 
ment  Agencies' operating  "free  of  charge, 
a  more  general  knowledge  of  the  habits 
of 'the  ‘business  pyclie,/  better  .distribu¬ 
tion*  of,,  ^he 'national  ihcome.  through 
municipal  Ownership  of  public  utilities, 
economic  planning  on  rat  least  a  nation- 
al  scale,  and  wise  expefidltufes  on  the

ment  are  enormous.  Just  recently  it 
flayed  an ,  important  part  in  the  dra¬ 
matic  change  in  the  -  HritLsh  govern¬ 
ment..  In  fact  so, serious  are  its  con¬ 
sequences  thgt  rhen  are  led  to  question 
the  very  economic  foundations  of  our 
present  social  order,  and  wonder  if  it 
is  going  to  be  able  to  prove  itself  cap¬ 
able  of  finding  a  solution  for  the  prob¬ 
lem.  .  , 

Mr.  Mounce  pointed  out  that  the  cur¬ 
rent  estimates  of  the  American  Feder¬ 
ation  of  Labor  placed  unemployment,  in 
the  United  istates  for  the  month  of 
July  at. 5, 200, 000,  and  emphasized  the 
prediction  of  President  William  Green 
that  7,000,000  persons  would  be  put -of 
.work  this  coming  winter.  Unemploy¬ 
ment  and  wage  cuts,  from  January  un¬ 
til  May  of  this  year,  Mr.  Mounce  show- 
.  ed,  have  cost  labor  four  and  a  half  bil¬ 
lion  dollars.  _ 

Three  Classifications. 

“.There  are  three  rather  distinct 
types  of  involuntary  unemployment, 
namely,  seasonal,  technological,  and 
cyclical. 

’  “Certain  types  of  industries  are  call¬ 
ed  seasonal  industries  due  to  the  fact1 


tliht  at  certain  times  they  aye  either 
doing  but  little  business  or  are  closed 
down .  entirely, ,  There  la-  an  unequal 
distribution  throughout;  the  year  eith¬ 
er  of  the  demand  for  the  product  of 
the  enterprise  or  of  the  supply  of  raw 
material  which  it  utilizes.  .  The"  coal 
industry,  the  grain-growing  industry, 
the  "  ice"  industry  and  the  tanning  in¬ 
dustry  are  examples  of  seasonal' indus¬ 
tries  which  give  rise  to  seasonal  un¬ 
employment.  -  Workers  in  such  indus¬ 
tries  are  unable  to  find  employment 
throughout  the  year.  It  is  estimated 
for  the  country  as  a  whole  that  one 
apd  a  half  million  more  workers  are 
Unemployed  in  the  worst  month  of  the 
year,  than  in  the  best  month.  Efforts 
are;  being  made  to  alleviate  the  seri¬ 
ousness  of  seasonal  unemployment  by 
combining  certain  types  of  businesses 
like  the  coal  and  the  ice  business. 
Manufacturers  who  produce  articles 
demanded  at  other  seasons  of  the  year 
and  thereby  maintain  steady  employ¬ 
ment  for  their  labor  force. 

Machines  and  Prices.  - 
“Technological,  unemployment  .  has 
reference  to  that  type  of  unemploy¬ 
ment  which  has  its  origin  in  the  in¬ 
vention  of-  new  machines  and  labor- 
saving  devices/  Such  inventions,  how¬ 
ever,  tend  to  cut  the  cost  of  produc¬ 
tion.  Yet,  in  doing  so  they  result  in 
lowering  wages  and  at-  least  temporary 
throwing  many  workers  out  of  employ¬ 
ment.  While  new  machines  do  tem¬ 
porarily  throw  men  out  of  employment 
it  is  generally  agreed  that  labor  per¬ 
manently  benefits  by  the  new  labor¬ 


saving  devices.  When  output  per  la¬ 
borer  is  doubled  costs  are  reduced  p6r 
unit,  therefore,'  the  finished  product 
will  be  sold  for  less.  As  fhe  priCe  falls 
the  demand  i  for  the  pfoduct  Will  bie. 
greater.  This  will  give  rise  to  the  need 
of  new  labor  and  will  create  new 'jobs.1 
Consequently,  many  who  were  first 
displaced  by  the  new  device  will  find 
employment.  Furthermore,  since  the 
public  has  saved  on  this  article  by  low¬ 
er  price  this  means,  that  they  have 
more  money  left  either  to  spend  for 
other  products  or  -to  save  and  invest. 
If  they  spend  it  for  other  things  that 
creates  new  demands,- and  this  in  turn 
calls  ,  for  more  laborers.  .  If  they  save 
it,  and  deposit  it  in  the  banks  then  the 
banks  will  invest  it  in  securities,  which 
will  enable  some  railroad  to  double¬ 
track  its  lines  or  a  mining  company  to 
enlarge  its  scope  of  activities.

?  With  Executives 

Washington,  Nov.  3 — (A*) — The  na¬ 
tion’s  railroad  executives  have  before 
them  again  a,  proposal  of  labor  lead¬ 
ers  to  gather  around  a  conference 
table  and  thresh  out  the  vexing  prob¬ 
lems  of  employment  stabilization  and 
wages. 

This  procedure  was  proposed  yester¬ 
day  by  the  railway  labor  executives  as¬ 
sociation,  which n  speaks  for  1,250,000 
members  of  twenty-one  national  labor 
groups.

Then,  R.  H.  Alshton,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Association  of  Railway  Ex¬ 
ecutives,  contended  the  questions,  in¬ 
volved  should  be  treated  separately  by 
the  individual  roads.  The  association, 
he  said,  was  not  authorized  in  its  by¬ 
laws  to  take  up  such  matters.

Since  this  is  not  always  possible,  Mr.

“In  the  first'  place,  much  could  be 
accomplished  through  tax  reform.  The 
government  by  changing  its  tax  basis 
cari;  shift' the  burden'  of  taxation  from 
the  shoulders  of  the  poor,  and  those 
least  able  to  bear  it  to  the  shoulders  of 
the  rich  and  those  most  able  to  carry 
it.  After  all  the  only  feasible  way  of 
taxing  ‘the  people  is  upon  their  ability 

to  pay./ '  . . 

“in  the  second  place,  we  should  grad¬ 
ually  abandon  our  present  protection¬ 
ist  policy  and  go  on  the  basis  of  a  tar¬ 
iff  for  reyeriUe  only.  The  protective 
tariff  'is '  economically  unsound,  arid  is 
so  considered  by  the  leadirig  econom¬ 
ists ’everywhere.  It  is  class  legislation. 
It  protects  the  class  that  needs’ no  pro¬ 
tection.  ’  What  the  tariff  really  does 
is  ’  to'  redirect  capital  and  labor  from 
more' profitable  "to  less  profitable  fields 
Of  industry. 

i  “Irr  trie  third  place,  a '  better  systerii 
of  government  employment  agencies 
operating  free  of  charge  "  would  place 
purchasing  power  in  the  hands  of  mil¬ 
lions  of  our  labor  population,  not  only 
by  saving  exhorbitarit  comrriissions,  but 
also  by  eliminating  loss '  of  time. 

M“A  fourth  proposal  is  that'  efforts  be 
made  to  bring '  about  a  more  general 
knowledge  of  the  habits  of  the  busi¬ 
ness  cycie.

“I  would  have  made  that  call,”  Cos¬ 
tello  said,  "I  tried  to  wave  Ray  down, 
but  he  apparently  did  not  see  nor  hear 
me.  I  didn’t  want  him  to  make  the 
call,  because  he  was  second  out,  and 
being  first,  I  thought  I  should  make 
it." .  \  \  : 

Freeman  had  made  several  calls  Mon¬ 
day  night  previous  to  the  one  on  which 
he  died.

Committee  Will

Inquiry  Thursday 

Board  Named  by  President  Is 
Expected  to  Name  Ex- 
Admiral  Chairman. 

Will  Formulate  Reply 

Group  Is  Told  to  Investigate  "Asser¬ 
tions  of  Fact”  Made  by  William 
II.  Gardiner. 

Washington,  Nov.  3 — (/P)The  com¬ 
mittee  of  five  named  by  President  i 
Hoover  to  investigate  criticisms  of  his 
navai  policy  probably  will  meet  for  the 
first  time  here  Thursday. 

It  will  then  decide  on  the  course  to 
take  in  disproving  the  accusations 
made  by  William  Howard  Gardiner, 
head  of  the  navy  league,  against  the 
President’s  naval  policy. 

Present  indications  point  to  Admir¬ 
al  Hugh  Rodman,  retired,  as  the  choice 
for  chairman,  with-  John  Hays  Ham¬ 
mond  an  alternative  possibility.  The  lat¬ 
ter  cvould  not  be  found  today,  but  the  I 
rest  of  the  committee  believed  they 
could  get  him  here  by  Thursday. 

If  this  plan  is  carried  out  the  Hoo- 
er  committee  will  be  meeting  simul¬ 
taneously  with  the  executive  board  of 
the  navy  league  which  is  to  decide 
what  stand  the  organization  will  take 
In  the  quarrel  between  its  own  pres¬ 
ident  and  the  chief  executive  of  the 
nation. 

Will  Publish  Reply. 

Sentiment  of  the  four  members  of 
the  Hoover  committee  now  in  the  city 
points  to  a  session  at  which  the  avail¬ 
able  Information  would  be  gathered 
from  government  sources  to  answer 
each  specific  charge  made  by  Gard¬ 
iner  in  the  statement  that  termed  Mr. 
Hoover  "abysmally  Ignorant”  of  the 
needs  of  a  navy.' 

A  reply  would  then  be  formulated 
and  published.  This  course  .  would 
avoid  the  process  of  examining  wit¬ 
nesses  and  cluttering  a  record  with 
opinions  and  discussion. 

So  swiftly  did  the  president  act,  aft¬ 
er  receiving  a  membership  list  of  the 
navy  league  late  yesterday,  that  not 
until  today  could  the  chosen  com¬ 
mittee  lay  plans  for  placing  on  trial 
disputed  statements  by  William  H. 
Gardiner,  president  of  the  league. 

A  Limited  Investigation, 

The  five  men  named  are  Assistant 
Secretary  Jahncke  of  the  navy;  John 
Hays  Hammond,  retired  mining  engi¬ 
neer,  and  ■  Eliot  Wadsworth,  of  the 
president’s  emergency  relief  commit¬ 
tee,  all  of.  whom  were  listed  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  navy  league.  The  two  non¬ 
league  members  are  Undersecretary 
Castle  of  the  state  department  and 
Admiral  Hugh  Rodman,  retired. 

Their  inquiry,  a  statement  from  the 
White  House  said,  must  be  "solely  into 
the  assertions  of  fact"  made  by  Gard¬ 
iner,  and  not  into  his  "opinions  or  con¬ 
clusions."

Conquering  Lion 
of  Judah  Observes 
First  Anniversary 

Addis  Ababa  Abyssinia,  Nov.  3. — (/P) — 
Emperor  Hailic  Selassie,  king  of  kings 
fend  conquering  lion  of  Judah,  celebrat¬ 
ed  today  the  first  anniversary  of  his 
coronation  as  ruler  of  Abyssinia,  the 
last  Independent  empire  In  Africa. 

With  the  coming  of  the  sun  the  gar¬ 
rison  boomed  out  a  thundering  salute. 

The  blaek-beardcd  descendant  of 
King  Solomon  and  the  Queen  of  .Sheba 
attended  stately  religious  services  with 
his  buxom  queen  and  their  numerous 
children  at  St.  George’s  Cathedral 
where  his  regal  robes,  imperial  crown 
and  sceptre  were  displayed. 

He  rode  in  triumph  through  streets 
crowded  with  his  subjects,  using  the 
golden  state  coach  which  he  bought 
from  the  former  Emperor  William  of 
Germany  for  $10,000. 

At  the  head  of  the  royal  procession 
walked  dignitaries  of  the  Coptic  church 
chanting  the  Ethiopian  ritual  in  the 
native  Amharic  tongue. 

Foreign  diplomats  in  their  conven¬ 
tional  European  dress  contrasted 
strangely  with  the  thosuands  of  Abys¬ 
sinian  tribesmen  wearing  lion’s  skins, 
head  dresses  of  lion  manes  and  carry¬ 
ing  rhinoceros  hide  shields  and  sinis¬ 
ter  weapons. 

Afterward  a  banquet  of  raw  meat 
was  spread  In  the  open  for  the  10,000 
braves'.

Speaker. 

London,  Nov.  3. — (/P)— A  drowsy  van¬ 
guard  of  victors,  somewhat  the  worse 
for  "camping”  in  the  Parliament  li¬ 
brary  during  the  night  was  the  first 
evidence  that  a  new  regime  took  hold 
in  Britain  today  with  the  opening  of 
the  new  parliament  elected  last  week. 

The  first  comers  appeared  before 
midnight  last  night,  although  they  had 
more  than  twelve  hours  to  wait  for  the 
doors  to  open,  and  prepared  to'  catch 
what  sleep  they  could  in  the  library  in 
order  to  be  first  in  the  rush  for,  seats 
when  the  doors  opened.  J’rimc  Min¬ 
ister  MacDonald  will  leave  London  tc# 
night  for  his  home  at  Lossinemouth  for 
a  few  days  rest.  There  he  will  prepare 
for  the  real  beginning  of  the  new  ses¬ 
sion  a  week  from  today. 

Today’s  session  is  held  merely  to 
elect  a  speaker,  and  this  is  done  with 
a  pageantry  that  pantomimes  the  pro¬ 
verbial  politician’s  modest  gesture  of 
the  office  seeking  the  man. 

The  seeking  is  done  by  the  pointing 
finger  of  the  bewigged  chief  clerk  of 
the  house  who,  amid  complete  silence, 
rises  from  his  seat  and  aims  a  digit  at 
Sir  George  Courthope,  conservative, 
who  had  sat  in  the  Commons  for  a 
quarter  of  a  century.  Sir  George’s  cue 
is  to  nominate— in  this  case  Edward 
Algernon  Fltzroy,  speaker  of  the  last 
parliament. 

The  clerk  rises  again  and  points  at 
Will  Thorne,  Labor  member,  who  sec¬ 
onds  Fitzroy’s  nomination. 

Sir  George  and  Mr.  Thorn  then  seek 
out  the  new  speaker  among  the  benches 
and  drag  him,  struggling  and  protest¬ 
ing,  to  the  rostrum.  His  “struggle”  is 
to  show  that  he  considers  himself  un¬ 
worthy  of  the  honor  thrust  upon  him. 
Encouraged  by  reassuring  exclamations 
from  members,  however,  he  finally  al¬ 
lows  his  “reluctance”  to  be  overcome.

The  weekly  review  of  cables  and 
radiograms  recorded  stronger  general 
tone  of  markets  and  sentiment,  m 
Great  Britain  since  the  nbandonmeii 
of  the  gold  standard;  better  export 
conditions  in  Egypt  during  Au&ust 
and  the  unusual  situation  of  a  favorable 
trade  balance  for  Italy  during  Septem 
bev. 

Some  sections  of  South  America 
showed  improvement.  Higher  ceres 
prices  and  better  exchange  conditions 
caused  improved  feeling  In  the  interior 
of  Argentina. 

Fundamental  conditions  in  Chile  we 
strengthened  by  the  continued  frtV°r" 
able  trade  balance  although  industim 
activity  was  slow,  Jfetail  trade  tnactiv 
and  the  credit  position  strained. 

Better  movement  pf  merchandise  »’» 
found  in  Mexico,  but  the  industrial 
position  remained  weak.
